I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  anrfual  report 
for  the  year  1940.  \ 

The  report  is  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  but  is  in  printed  form,  as  I  do  not 
consider  that  any  economy  was  effected  last  year  by 
having  it  stereotyped. 

The  health  of  the  District  can  be  considered  satis¬ 
factory.  The  Death  Rate  and  Birth  Rate  compare 
favourably  with  the  Rates  for  the  country  as  a  whole, 
and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  33.3  is  remarkably 
low.  Regarding  infectious  diseases,  the  incidence  is  low 
except  for  Scarlet  Fever  which  has  been  prevalent  but  of 
a  mild  type.  One  could  have  expected  a  considerable 
increase  of  all  infectious  diseases  owing  to  the  influx  of 
several  hundred  evacuated  children,  but  fortunate^  this 
has  not  occurred.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co.,  and  the  company  have  extended  some 
small  lengths  of  mains  during  the  year.  No  new  sources 
of  supply  have  been  provided.  The  Parish  of  Tutbury  is 
supplied  with  water  from  the  Rural  District  Council’s 
own  Scheme.  The  supplies  in  each  case  have  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  from  the  mains  in 
Tutbury  every  quarter,  and  these  are  submitted  to  the 
County  Bacteriologist.  In  each  case  the  result  of  the 
examinations  has  been  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Slwerage. 

The  new  Sewers  for  the  Parishes  of  Stretton, 
Outwoods  and  Branston  are  completed  and  working 
satisfactorily  and  the  majority  of  house  drains  of 
properties  in  the  Parishes  have  now  been  connected  to 
the  sewer. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  serious  pollution 
reported  or  discovered  during  the  year  under  review. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  domestic  scavenging  in  the  Parishes  of 
Branston,  Outwoods,  Rolleston,  Stretton  and  Tutbury  has 
been  carried  out  satisfactorily  and  apart  from  shortage  of 
labour,  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Twenty-three  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been 
abolished  and  water  closets  substituted  by  private 
owners  during  the  year. 
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Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
district. 

Swimming  Baths. 

There  is  only  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district. 
This  is  a  privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston- 
on-Dove.  It  appears  well  managed  and  supervised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  have  been 
found  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for 
Isolation  Hospital  accommodation.  This  Authority  is 
still  dependent  on  accommodation  in  hospitals  of  other 
Authorities. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  building  of  the  proposed 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  can  be  proceeded  with,  as  the 
advent  of  a  large  number  of  evacuated  children  into  the 
Area  will  certainly  mean  a  considerable  increase  of 
Infectious  Disease. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  notification  of  these  diseases  became  com¬ 
pulsory  as  from  1st  November,  1939. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. 

The  parents  of  children  under  8  years  of  age  in  all 
the  schools  of  the  area  were  circularised,  and  also 
parents  of  children  who  had  reached  the  age  of  12 
months  and  attended  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  were 
given  the  opportunity  of  having  the  treatment. 

The  protecting  material  used  was  Burroughs 
Wellcome  A.P.T.,  in  two  injections  at  a  monthly  interval.
